LONDON — Seventy-seven 
Egyptian Jews will go on trial 
Sunday, May 14, on a charge of 
counterfeiting birth documents. 
The Minister of the Interior 
charged them with aiding Zion- 
ists to leave Egypt. 

A spokesman for the minister 
said there had been an increase 
in the past few weeks of people, 
most of whom were Jews, ap- 
plying for exit visas. It had been 
found, the spokesman added, that 
applicants, in applying for exit 
visas had produced documents 
from the Ministry of Health cer.

DULLES’ SPEECH TO BB 
TERMED ‘MEANINGLESS’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)—The Dulles speech delivered to 
a nation-wide audience before the Supreme Grand Lodge meeting 
of B'nai Brith Tuesday night was termed “meaningless” by a 
veteran political observer, as far as any statements in connection 


with the tense Middle-Eastern situation.

IT IS NOW 
well known 
here that Dul- 
les and the other NATO powers 
at their recent meeting, on which 
Dulles reported to the nation in 
his speech, did agree that there 
was an imbalance of arms in the 
Middle East, and that it should 
be redressed. 

The redressing will most prob- 
ably be done by France ang Eng- 
land and possibly Canada, but 
not by the United States. 

Dulles said the Western pow- 
ers are determined to prevent 
Russia from converting the Mid-

dle East into a battlefield test- 
ing ground similar to civil war 
in Spain 20 years ago. 


AT THE NATO foreign minis- 
ters’ meeting, he said there was 
a common desire among the 
Allies to avert any “proxy” war 
in the Holy Land. 

“It seemeg particularly im- 
portant to avoid a_ situation 
where great military powers con- 
fronted each other by proxy un- 
der conditions which would en- 
gage their respective prestiges in 
a manner ominous for peace, 
not only wéthin the area but pos- 
sibly throughout the world,” he 
said. 


“DULLES expressed the belief 
that if the Soviet Union would 
make good its pledge to work 
for peace through the United 
Nations, there are “sufficient 
grounds for hope” that an Israel- 
Arab settlement will be achieved. 

He assured the Zionists in this 
country that Israel could rely on 
the United Nations.

THE CONGRESS voted to in- 
vite non-Zionists to share ree 
sponsibility in the Jewish 
Agency. The Actions Commit- 
tee was authorized to decide on 
the abolition or continuance of 
the “double shekel.” 

Among the highlights of the 
resolutions approved by the Con- 
gress was one urging the Soviet 
Union to release all Zionists and 
permit them to migrate to Ise 
rael. 

Another resolution condemned 
the Arab states for their world- 
wide propaganda against Israel 
and the Jews. The _ political 
resolution on the Soviet Union 
urged the Moscow government 
to restore the rights of Jews to 
reopen Jewish schools, yeshi- 
voth and seminaries as well as 
other cultural, social and artis- 
tic institutions. The parley de- 
manded that Soviet Jewry be 
given the right to re-establish 
contact with Jewish communities ~ 
in Israel and in other countries 
of the world as well as the 
right to use the Hebrew language 
and put out a Jewish press. 


GOLDMANN was elated over 
the adoption of his plans for 
territorial federations. Actually, 
the plan has no teeth and United 
States Zionists here claim that 
there is no chance for such ace 
tivity in the United States. 

The problem of sending ree 
ligious immigrants to non-re- 
ligious settlements was believed 
finally solved on the basis of an 
agreement between Mapai and 
Mizrachi guaranteeing North 
African immigrants automatic 
religious education and facilities 
no matter what their party af- 
filiation. It was also agreed that 
no party would enter rival settle 
ments to entice immigrants. 

Denouncing the Arab economic 
boycott against Israel] as a vio- 
lation of “fundamental human 
rights and the basic princinles 
of the United Nations,” the Con- 
gress declared that world Jews 
would react against “some 
shipping companies, airlines and 
other business firms” that were

IMPORTED FROM IRELAND 
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1,300 Rabbis Call Council Neither American, Jewish _ 


(See Editorial This Issue) 


NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
American Council for Judaism 
was challenged by 1,300 Reform, 
Conservative and Orthodox Rab- 
dis in a statement this week, 
terming the organization as 
“neither American nor Jewish in 
spirit or in concept.” 

The statement, issued by the 
New York Board of Rabbis, fol- 
lowed charges made against the 
U.S. Jewish community by the 
Council at its recent annual con- 
vention in Chicago (NJP, May 4, 
1956). 

The strong statement asserted 
that “there is no room in Jew- 
ish life for Jews whose words 
ang acts would result in the de- 
struction of the State of Israel 
and in incalculable harm to the 
Jewish people.” 

Asserting that the Council’s 
“real goal is the complete disap- 
pearance of the Jewish people,” 
the declaration charged that “in 
pursuit of this aim the Council 
not only attacks Judaism but 
America herself.” 

The declaration concluded: 

“For in its incessant drive for 
soulless ‘conformity’, in its hys- 
terical compulsion to efface what 
is distinctively Jewish from Ju- 
daism and what is permanent in 
the people of Israel, the Council 
seeks a monolithic America in 
which all cultural and spiritual 
variations are obliterated. This 
drive, which stems from insecur- 
ity ang tragic self-hatred, does 
as great an injustice to America 
as it does to Judaism.”

Text of Statement By Rabbis 


We, the! undersigned, members of the American rabbinate, 
wish to make the following observations with respect to the 
organization known as the American Council for Judaism. 
We do so with reluctance, and only after searching our con- 
science: But we do so in the conviction that we would be 
derelict in our high duty in the calling we follow if we failed 
to make the truth known. 

Realizing the full implication of our words, we state un- 
equivocally that the American Council for Judaism has con- 
sistently misrepresented the Jewish people before the bar of 
public opinion; it has consistently maligned and impugned 
the integrity of Jewish institutions, organizations and causes; 
and it has consistently distorted the precepts of Judaism 
which it purports to serve. 

We assert that the Council is neither American nor Jewish 
in spirit or in concept. We call the attention of the American 
public to the fact that this group represents numerically an 
infinitesimal fraction of American Jewry. It has been repeatedly 
repudiated by the great Orthodox, Conservative and Reform 
communities in Jewish religious life. It has been repudiated 
by all major Jewish organizations. 

Judaism, we believe, has sufficient breadth and depth to 
embrace a wide range of varied points of view, but we de- 
clare that there is no room in Jewish life for Jews whose 
words and acts would result in the destruction of the State of 
Israel and in incalculable harm to the Jewish people. 

Most reprehensible of all the Council’s slanders is the 
charge that American Jews who adhere to the ideals of Zion- 
ism are guilty of “dual loyalty.” This is a lie which has long 
been the tool of anti-Semites; with contempt we see it re- 
vived today by those who call themselves Jews. It is not 
difficult to understand why the American Council for Judaism 
has received commendation for this cilification from Gerald 
L. K. Smith, Conde McGinley, Merwin K. Hart and others

long identified with anti-Semitic movements in America, 
Every fair-minded American knows that American Jews have 
but one political allegiance—and that is to the United States. 

As loyal Americans interested in the survival of a dynamic 
democracy in a backward part of the world, we, the under- 
signed, will not be deterred from speaking up on behalf of 
Israel or of any other nation when we feel that principles of 
justice and morality have been violated. In doing so we are 
in the mainstream of the finest American tradition. e will 
not be deflected from exercising this right by a small minority, 
however vociferous, that finds evil in the honest expression 
of this anxiety. 

We view with contempt the Council’s’ attempt to dissuade 
Americans from helping their fellow Jews and the State of 
Israel through contributions to the United Jewish Appeal and 
the Israel Bond Drive. If the Council is unwilling to aid in the 
rescue and rehabilitation of harassed Jews, let it at least not 
frustrate the efforts of those who would. 

As religious leaders, we cannot find in the Council’s activ- 
ities or in its statements, any indication that it really repre- 
sents Judaism. The Council’s philosophy is one of complete 
negation: It denies the existence of the Jewish people, re- 
jects traditional Jewish religious ceremonies, the Hebrew 
language, and Zion itself. 

The Council’s real goal is the complete disappearance of 
the Jewish people. In pursuit of this aim the Council not 
only attacks Judaism but America itself. For in its incessant 
drive for soulless “conformity,” in its hysterical compulsion 
to efface what is distinctively Jewish from Judaism and what 
is permanent in the people of Israel, the Council seeks a mono- 
lithic America in which all cultural and spiritual variations 
are obliterated. This drive, which stems from insecurity and 
tragic self-hatred, does as great an injustice to America as it 
does to Judaism.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would like to know the meaning 
and probable origin of my family name, Krieger. From 
‘ what I am able to determine, the past generation of my family 
on my paternal side came from what was known as Russian 
Poland. Any information would be greatly appreciated.—L. N. 
KRIEGER, Cleveland Heights 18, Ohio. 
KRIEGER is a German word meaning “a warrior.” But 
your name has no connection with warfare. Its source 
is the German term “Krueger,” which means “the owner 
of a country inn.” Such inns in central Europe usually 
displayed the sign of a pitcher (German Krug) which gave 
its owner the economic title of Krueger. There is no 
doubt that your original ancestor who first assumed this 
name was in this business. Part of Russian Poland was 
ae at first oceupied by Prussians and it is they who are re- 
sponsible for most of the German-sounding names imposed 
on its Jewish inhabitants.

South American Jewish Women Need Help 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—The 
need for assistance in the way 
of professionals to direct Jewish 
community life in South Ameri- 
ca was stressed by Mrs. Joseph 
Willen, president of the Inter- 
national Council of Jewish Wom- 
en, in an interview here. 

The New York woman, wife of 
Joseph Willen, executive vice- 
president of the Federation of 
Jewish Philanthropies of New 
York, has just returned from a 
six-week tour of eight South 
American countries. 


MRS. WILLEN found the Jew- 
ish communities of South Amer- 
ica eager to grow into function- 
ing bodies, but so far fractional- 
ized by divisions along lines of 
the countries of their origins. In 
this respect she compared thein 
to the Jewish communities of 
the U.S. of some years ago. 

One unifying force, Mrs. Wil- 
len found, was the Zionist bodies, 
which gave purpose to the com- 
munity, ang by cutting across 
group lines, especially in fund- 
raising for Israel, served to bring 
together the various elements of 
an otherwise disjointed Jewish 
group. She praised WIZO, the 
Women’s International Zionist 
Organization, which is similar to 
Hadassah, 

But Mrs. Willen, who believes 
that. Jewish life in South and 
Central America will grow cre- 
atively, found a_ willing ear 
among those Jewish women she 
talked to about expanding their 
interests outside of the Jewish 
field into the life of the coun- 
tries in which they lived, and 
also for more effective sorial 
work within the Jewish commu- 
nity. 


THIS INCIPIENT willingness 
was hampereg however by the 
Jack of any trained social work 
professionals. She ‘recalle@ that 
jn Buenos Aires, whose Jewish 
community attracted her, there

not have even one trained socicl 
worker in the organization. 

She said she planned to recom- 
mend to her own organization 
an expansion of the number of 
scholarships at U,. S._ schools, 
which it gives to promising Jew- 
ish women of the world interest- 
ed in social work. Other national 
Jewish organizations, including 
rabbinical groups, shoulg also 
launch such programs, which 
should be partly supported by 
the South American communi- 
ties, she said. 


COMPARED to similar work 
in Europe, which is a dying eom- 
munity, she felt that a program 
in South America was of greater 
importance, 

Asked about the Jewish wom- 
en in South America, Mrs. Willen 
said they were more of the home- 
making type, and atrtibuted this 
partly to the general environ- 
ment which did not enceurage 


women's activity outside the 
home. She felt however that the 
women were beginning to feel 
the urge for service, and there- 
fore held high hopes that the 
two Council groups now func- 
tioning in South America might 
soon grow in number as a result 
of her visit. 

Mrs. Willen saiq that intermar- 
riage was a real threat in the 
countries she visited. She noted 
that marriage outside the Jewish 
group always meant a loss to the 
community, since the strong 
Catholic group absorbed the Jew 
who intermarried, which she un- 
dertsood was mostly the male. 


MRS. WILLEN said that her 
organization would hold its next 
convention in April, 1957 in Is- 
rael, and described how the 
group's support of the teachers’ 
training work at Hebrew Uni- 
versity began when the Mandate 
government offered 7,000 Ibs. to 
initiate the program if the Jew- 
ish group would match the funds. 
Since then, the Council has been 
allocating $50,000 yearly to this 
work, which has become so im- 
portant to the education system 
in Israel. 

She said that prior to the es-} 
tablishment of the state, the 
Council] took no position on Is- 
rael, but since then has encom- 
passed it within the area ot its 
program. She noted that at the 
recent conference of national 
Jewish organizations held in 
Washington to take steps In con- 
nection with the U.S. position on 
Israel, the Council of Jewish 
Women was one of the 17 Co- 
operating Jewish bodies.

HAIFA—Much to the surprise of our tourist visitors, a na- 
tion preparing for possible war and invasion gives hardly any 
outward indications of the fact. There is no lack of military pre- 
paredness, but it seldom penetrates to the daily life of the main 
streets, whether in city or town. 

The native is miore conscious of what is going on; there are 

i see reminders in the fact that now a neighbor, now 
a business colleague, now another friend disap- 
pears for a week or more to serve with the 
military reserves. If the plumber does not show 
up as scheduled to repair that broken pipe, it 
is likely that he was called into uniform. Many 
of the services on which normal] life depend are 
thus temporarily interrupted, but Israelis look 
upon these inconveniences as minor matters— 
and the tourists are seldom aware of them. 

Not long ago Haifa had its first air raid 
drill. It was an impressive affair, with jet planes 
screaming overhead, heavy bombers droning above the city and 
pursuit planes joining in the mock fray. 

Simulated bombs were exploded in all parts of the city, and 
the civilian defense agencies went into operation at once. Am- 
bulances, fire engines, volunteer emergency crews of all kinds 
sped to the scenes of “disaster,” and official observers checked 
carefully to see where the mechanism needed practice and im- 
provement. . 

There was a clatter of machine gun fire, the noisy repetitions 
of anti-aircraft fire—otherwise a stillness over the entire city. 
An hour later things had quickly returned to normal. 


Only One Case of Hysteria 

The only case of hysteria reported was that of a tourist in a 
local hotel who burst into tears, packed her luggage, and _ hailed 
the nearest taxi with orders to drive her at once to Lydda Airport. 

Yet the general excitement was far less than is to be found 
in many American cities going through a similar operation. The 
answer perhaps lies in the fact that for most of these people it is 
not a new experience. In the recesses of their mind they may 
say wearily to themselves: “What? Again?” But they have 
been well disciplined by experience. 

There are even elements of humor. One of the big laughs in 
recent weeks was the report in one of the newspapers which, in 
condensed form, ran something like this: ‘When the alarm sounds 
all citizens will take cover in the nearest air raid shelter, and will 
remain there until the all-clear sounds. City authorities reported 
that upon completion of the drill, work would begin on construc- 


tion of air raid shelters!” 
Real Front Is On Borders 


This is a small country, and thanks to the newest planes 
which the Arabs have received from the Communists — planes 
against which the United States will not permit us to buy ade- 
quate defenses—every city will be part of the battlefield. Yet 
there will still be a “front” in the usual sense of the word, lo- 
cated at the borders. 

Every settlement and every village along the line has been 
transformed into a fortress, and the latest patriotic movement in 
the country is the contribution of days or weeks of work by city 
dwellers, to help these border outposts. Farmers by, day, and 
watchmen “by night, the border settlers urgently require addi- 
tional manpower to dig the trenches and the bunkers and to put 
up the fortifications on which their lives will depend in case of 
attack. 

Thousands of city folk are today flocking to the villages to 
give of ‘their time and muscle. University and Technion stu- 
dents hgve gone out for a week of work. Young Bar-Ilan Uni- 
versity found that not only. the students, but the teaching staff, 
too, had volunteered, and classes will continue when night lowers, 
and it becomes too dark to string the barbed wire or dig ditches. 

The rfew slogan for this project is pithy: “Sweat Saves Blood.” 

Very Little Outward Disturbance 

And yet life goes on normally. The Fourth Nationa] Bible 
Conference holds its sessions; archaeological excavation at Masa- 
da goes on without interruption; microbiologists and chemists gain 
a wage increase; the peanut growers ask for additional credit; 
the Technion refuses a proferred gift of a complete television out- 
fit, receiving and sending, on the grounds that at this stage in 
the life of Israel it would be a luxury; revival of the Israe] opera 
company is predicted. The hotels are open, the buses and taxis 
run, the theaters and movies perform on schedule. The sun 
shines, the grass is green, the flowers are brilliant and children 
play in the streets. 

The clouds are on the horizon, and Israel keeps its umbrella 
handy. 
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WOMEN’S 
VIEWPOINT 


Not too long ago there was a 
flurry of discussion in the press 
about wives and their responsi- 
bility in seeing to it that their 
men were headed in the proper 
direction on the ladder of suc- 
cess. It seemed that the big 
wheels in various corporations 
screened both possible  candi- 
dates and their wives when it 
came to choosing young execu- 
tives. And the missus had to 
pass such tests as how she en- 
tertained, how she managed her 
home, how she dressed, and with 
whom they associated. 

All of which appeared to pre- 
sent a grim picture. Getting 
married was no longer simply 
the sweet, romantic affair of 
two heartbeats in three-quarter 
time, no cozy litle cottage away 
from the world. Marriage had 
gotten to be quite a_ business, 
with the answer as to whether 
the breadwinner succeeded as 
much in the hands of the little 
wife as in his own. 


WE MAY NOT like this cold- 
blooded, calculating view of the 
wife’s role and I am sure there 
are men of ability who succeed 
without any such wifely assist- 
ance, but I suppose we may as 
well acknowledge the fact that 
the woman does share some of 
ithe responsibility. Though it is 
my feeling that the most im- 
portant job she can do for him 
is to keep her man happy and 
healthy and provide a comfor- 


table, enjoyable home life for 
him. 

This, of course, refers to the 
layman. Professional men and 
leaders in the community pre- 
sent, I guess, even more of a 
challenge to wives. A wife of 


a teacher or a doctor would be 
expected to share with her hus- 
band the high ethical ang moral 
standards and the dignity that 


_ is expected of such men. 


THE RABBI, in his role of 
spiritual leader, places his wife 
in a special class also. I don’t 
think the job of the rebbetzin 
as well as the rabbi, is too clear- 
ly defined as yet.

YOUNG WIVES of future 
rabbis studying at Cincinnati’s 
Hebrew Union College have evi- 
dently come to a similar con- 
clusion because we find, in the 
April ’56 issue of the HUC-JIR 
Bulletin that there is a Student 
Wives Club formed to “prepare 
them to meet the _ responsibili- 
ties of a rabbi’s wife.” 

Started eight years ago, the 
club has a present membership 
of 51 and meets monthly. Mem- 
bers hear talks on “scholarly 
or topical’? subjects; some, who 
“decided they didn’t know 
enough Hebrew” are taking les- 
sons from one of the husbands; 
they’ve had a _ session with a 
wife of an experienced rabbi to 
get “insight into what may be 
expected”; some discuss special 
problems confronting the Jew- 
ish people; before each holiday 
there is a workshop on arts and 
crafts connected with the fes- 
tival. 

That’s the wise course to take 
—you have a special job to do 
so you prepare yourself as best 
you can to do it well.

In commemoration of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of its famed 
earthquake, San Francisco re- 
cently honoreg a batch of heroes 
of the reconstruction period 
which followed the disaster. 
Among the honored were three 
Jews with intriguing careers, 
writes the Forward’s California 
correspondent, H. Lang. One of 
them was a Litvak, Bernard (Ben 
Zion) Hertzberg, a humble He- 
brew teacher who rescued about 
100 people during the holocaust. 

But Hertzberg did more; he 
has been hailed as the “Savior 
of San Francisco” for his indefa- 
tigable and successful agitation 
against insurance companies who 
tried to avoig paying their cli- 
ents after the quake on the 
grounds that their coverage was 
for fire only. Hertzberg led in 
the argument that it was fire 
and not the tremors which was 
responsible for thé damage. He 
triumphed in this effort and then 
was responsible for new legisla- 
tion resulting in his being salut- 
ed as the “Father of Earthquake 
Insurance Legislation.” 


ANOTHER 1906 hero was a 
French Jew, Daniel Levy, who, 
despite the fact that he was in 
his eighties when the city was 
hit, single-handedly created a 
network of schools and resusci- 
tated San Francisco's education- 
al system. 

In the improviseq schools 
which he organized after the tre- 
mor he had the youngsters learn 
and memorize the passage from 
Ezekiel about the revitalization 
of the dry bones and this served 
as a great morale-builder for the 
populace. Levy was also a teach- 
er: he served as a lay reader and 
cantor at Temple Emanuel. 

Abraham Aaronson, a Polish 
immigrant, is the thifd Jew who 
distinguished himself in the post- 
quake period. His feat was the 
mobilization of a number of 
groups which collectively labored 
to restore parts of the city. He 
founded several co-operatives 
which, in mutual aid fashion, put 
up buildings and_ established 
funds which gradually capital- 
ized reconstruction. 

Aaronson conceived the idea of 
doctors and other professionals 
getting together to put up their 
own structures; this pattern was 
widely adopted in other commu- 
nities. Hence, Aaronson is cred- 
iteg with being the founder of 


the idea of professional build- 
ings.

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builder of New York, a Jew? In 
an article paying tribute to 
Moses for his latest achievement,

1% cup chopped pecans 

Beat the honey, eggs and va- 
nilla together until well blended. 
Add the flour, baking powder 
and salt which have been sifted 
together.

One simple fact that is hardly 
mentioned in this much-discussed 
matter of Israel-Diaspora _ rela- 
tionship is that that relationship 
is not at all simple; on the con- 
trary, it is growing progressively 
more complex and is revealing 
more facets than one might sus- 
pect from a Zionist speech on 
the subject. 

Samuel Rubin, the newly 
elected president of the Ameri- 
can Fund for Israel Institutions, 
was never active in behalf of 
Israel (except for making out 
his annual check to the UJA) 
until five years ago, when he 
became imterested in the Israel 
Philharmonic, 

He paid his first brief visit to 
Israel last fall, He came back 
with a strong interest, among 
other things, in the Chamber 
Theatre, and with a plan to 
bring to this country the new 
Israeli Pantomime, affiliated 
with that theatre. What is even 
more important, he donated a 
quarter of a million dollars to 
erect cultural centers in the new 
settlements in the Negev. 

INCIDENTALLY, Sam Rubin 
also gave a quarter of a million 
dollars to the UJA this year— 
the only contribution of that size 
in 1956. ; 

That a man who is interested 
in the Israel Philharmonic should 
also take a fancy to the Chamber 
Theatre is quite natural. But, 
after all, both the Philharmonic 
and the Chamber Theatre are in 
Tel-Aviv. The Negev is some- 
thing different. The orchestra 
and the theatre are already es- 
tablished: Either you like them 
or you don’t. 

Cultural centers in the Negev 
have yet to prove their value: 
You’ve got to have faith and 
vision to undertake a project like 
that. Not only faith in Israel 
in general, but faith in the par- 
ticular human material that goes 
to the new settlements in the 
Negev. 

Tel-Aviv is an outpost of Eu- 
rope; the members of the Phil- 
harmonic in Tel-Aviv are, for 
the most part, musicians who at- 
tained standing in Europe before 
they came to Israel; the actors 
of the Chamber Theatre are 
young Israelis, most of whom 
come from cultured European 
homes. The Negev is being col- 
onized by Jews from Africa and 
Asia with only a sprinkling of 
the old stock. 


I MET Rubin at a press cock- 
tail party of the American Fund 
at which the appointment of 
Arthur Lelyveld was announced, 
who succeeds Itzhak Norman as 
executive vice-president. A few 
days later I spent-an hour with 
him at his office at the Faberge. 
I was amazed to discover how 
much he learned about Israel in 
one short visit. 

We found ourselves in agree- 
ment on several important top- 
ics: The high quality of the 
Chamber Theatre; the beauty of 
Haifa; the qualities of Abba 
Hushi, as mayor of that great 
city; the great potentialities of 
the new immigrants from Asla 
and Africa and the importance 
of handling them properly. 

It seems Rubin has made up 
his mind to do his share of the 
proper handling. The cultural 
centers in the Negev are only 
part of the story—there is also 
the matter of seeking out prom- 
ising young talent in the so-called 
“Oriental communities.”

to treat the Yemenite Jews with 
a sort of condescending approvy- 
al, but to look upon the Iraqi, 
the Moroccans and other Asian.

Ben-Gurion and Abba Hushi, 
in Israel, are the exception rath- 
er than the rule in their enthusi- 
asm for the _non-Ashkenazic 
Jew.

On the contrary, in se- 
lecting the pieces for my book, 
I used stories abeut Moroccan, 
Yemenite and Sephardic Jews 
which show the refinement of 
their Jewish tradition. 


SOME TIME in 1945 or 1946, 
when Moshe Sneh, who was still 
a General Zionist, visited this 
country for the first time, he 
took me aside and asked me to 
explain to him why the Ameri- 
can Zionists no longer looked 
upon Stephen Wise as their lead- 
er but had turned to Silver. I 
told him that Wise still belonged 
to the era when the mere meet- 
ing between a Jewish leader and 
the President of the United 
States was considered an achieve- 
ment, but that Silver represent- 
ed the more self-confident Amer: 
ican Jew, now in the majority, 
who wanted to know what the 
interview accomplished.

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THE EDITOR’S CHAIR 





Last summer at Asbury Park, 
I heard Rabbi Robert I. Kahn 
ef Houston, Tex., deliver a paper 
on his feeling of God. It was a 
personal and deeply felt docu- 
ment, and so moving that I 
asked him for a copy. Some time 
later, he sent it to me, and since 
then it’s been laying in my file 
for just such a moment as this 
when I would pick it out and 
give it wider distribution. 

I'm not printing it all, because 
it would be too long for this 
“chair,” but I’m sure you'll get 
the feel of this Reform rabbi’s 
laying bare his most innermost 
thoughts about his Creator. 

“IT believe in God. I believe that 
man is created in God’s image, 
ang endowed with moral free- 
dom and immortality. I believe 
that God hears man’s voice in 
prayer, and I believe that man 
hears God's voice echoing 
through the Bible, through the 
words of religious leaders, 
through his own soul. I believe 
thot all men are brothers and 
ought to act as such, and I be- 
lieve that Israel is God’s priest 
people... 


IT BECAME my own faith by 
first-hand experience, by revela- 
tion. Lo navi, v’lo ben navi, but 
there have been moments in my 
life when I felt that God spoke 
to me, not through my parents 
and teachers, nor through the 
inspired words of others, but to 
my heart and soul. 

He spoke to me in the valley 
of the shadow. 

Fifteen years ago a young 
mother in our congregation died. 
She died an hour after perform- 
ing a wonderful mitzvah, mak- 
ing a wedding for a refugee cou- 
ple in her home. She left a fine 
husband, four young children. I 
had seen death before, even of 
children, but never haq my faith 
been so shaken? 


MAH NITZADEK? But one 
night after months of spiritual 
misery, I heard God's answer. 
If was something like when my 
mother used to put a cold towel 
on my forehead. The fever of 
doubt was all gone. 

What I felt I heard God say 
at that moment was this: There 
is NO necessary relationship be- 
tween good behavior and life’s 
rewards. There may be a tend- 
ency that way; those who honor 
their father and mother tend to 
live longer; those who filve by 
the sword tend to die by vio- 
lence, but it is not invariable 
and it must not be promised nor 
expected. The rewards of the 
spirit are spiritual. S’char mitz- 
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vah, mitzvah. We cannot lay de- 
mands on God. The moral uni- 
verse is not constructed like a 
free enterprise economy. God 
is no businessman. The reward 
of ethical living is ethical living 
—no more, Ang to expect more 
is to embitter our spirits and 
lose the only reward we do re- 
ceive. . . . This I believe. 


GOD SPOKE to me out of the 
skies of west Texas. 

Just last summer, away from 
the city lights that dim God's 
luminaries, I looked up into skies 
of deep velvet sprinkled with 
diamonds. At first I was the am- 
ateur astronomer—there was the 
Big Dipper, and there, right 
where it should be, the North 
Star and Cassiopeia’s Chair, and 
the Milky Way, the galaxy of 
which our solar system is a part, 
ang through it the glow of stars 
and star systems, of other gal- 
axies so far away that if one 
of them burned out while I was 
watching it, my grandchildren 
would still be seeing its light. 

And then suddenly, as the im- 
mensities of distance began to 
penetrate, I felt a chill of lone- 
liness steal over me. What were 
all lives in the face of these 
light years? How could we mat- 
ter to the Creator of this uni- 
verse — how could He be con- 
cerned with this puny creature, 
on a lightless planet, in a little 
solar system in a distant corner 
of a vast universe? Someone Said 
it long ago: Adonoy mah adam? 

What is man? And I looked 
at my own hand there in the 
starlight, just as complicated in 
its way as the stars in theirs, 
blood, muscles, bone, pores—but 
more, more. If something in my 
heart said HATE, it could be- 
come a weapon to kill, and if 
something said LOVE, it could 
reach out to caress. 


THIS IS UNLIKE all other 
created things. The stars have 
no choice, they execute their 
quadrilles by. the laws of grav- 
ity. And animals have no free- 
dom, their choices are built into 
their instincts. The tiger pur- 
sues, the lamb flees. But man, 
man may choose, he may rend 
and tear like a tiger, he may 
walk in green pastures. And it 
is this capacity of choice, this 
moral freedom, which makes him 
the image of God, the child of 
God, and gives him the capacity 
to break God’s: heart. 

Then suddenly I thought of 
man, not as a son, but as a fath- 
er, as the Father. For I am a 
father. I, too, try to teach my 
children to walk in the paths of 
righteousness. But I _ cannot 
force them. They are free and in 
their freedom they can break my 
heart. 

And then I coulq hear God 
saying to His children: “I have 
shown you the way, I have given 
you everything—minds to per- 
ceive truth, eyes that can love 
beauty, a will that can say NO 
to the wildest passions of the 
animal, yet you squander My 
gifts and ignore My words, and 
turn on each other and- rénd 
each other with words and fists 
and bombs. 


AND THE TEARS begin to 
flow down my face, down His 
face, kivyachol, and I felt the 
broken heart of the Almighty, 
like a mother whose child has 
been sent to prison, or a father 
whose son has cursed him. 

And yet He still loves His chil- 
dren, even as I love mine and 
you love yours with a fierce love 
no matter what they do, and He 
calls out to His children, in an- 
gry love and loving anger: 
“Adam‘ where art thou? Cain, 
where is thy brother? Ephra- 
im, how shall I bear thee?” Shu- 
vah Yisroel, shuvah. 

Yes, it was that night which

COUNCIL FOR JUDAISM UNMASKS ITSELF 


Conversion to Christianity was the 
way Jews of several generations ago 
showed their protest to Judaism and the 
Jewish way of living. 

That same contempt not for Judaism, 
with which they are hardly familiar, but 
for the Jewish group, today leads one 
into the ranks of the American Council 
for Judaism. 

The Council is no longer only anti- 
Zionist, or even anti-Israel. It is today 
launched on a program of fighting that 
which is Jewish because it is too Jewish. 

If the Council were to continue in its 
path of opposing United States Zionists, 
and if it felt itself pressured therefore 
into fighting against Israel, that could 
be understood. 

But its attack on the United Jewish 
Appeal, in which it indicated it was 
willing to destroy this humanitarian in- 
strument which has saved so many Jew- 
ish lives, shows the true colors of the 
Council. 

Today, the main portion of the 
money raised by the UJA goes to help 
immigrants to reach Israel and once 
there to find a useful livelihood. But in 
other days, the UJA—the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee is still a principal part- 
ner — aided the Jews wherever they 
were. 

Let’s document the charge in this 
editorial, for most certainly we are go- 
ing to be challenged. 

When the Council felt that it could 
no longer contribute to the United Jew- 
ish Appeal, after denying for several 
years that it had taken a stand against 
gifts by its members, it established its 
own philanthropic fund. This it had a 
perfect right to do whether the Jews of 
the United States liked it or not. 

When the Council for Judaism, after 
criticizing the centrality of Israel in the 


teaching in our religious schools, set up 
its own schools, this, too, it had a per- 
fect right to do. And in the case of In- 
dianapolis, The POST fought for the 
right of the Council sehool to use the 
premises of the Jewish Education As- 
sociation. 

In both these instances, the Council, 
after criticizing an action of the Jew- 
ish group, set up a counter activity of 
its own. The Council has also set up 
houses of worship of its own, with no 
censure from the Jewish group as a 
whole. 

The step the Council has taken in 
the matter of the United Jewish Appeal 
is something else altogether. It seeks 
by government action to impugn a cen- 
tral agency of the United States Jewish 
group. It is now fighting the Jews of 
the United States, and not except ob- 
liquely, fighting Zionism or the State 
of Israel. 

In the case of the UJA, the Council 
evidently doesn’t know it, but the UJA 
has been making regular reports to the 
proper United States agencies right 
along, who have been aware of its col- 
lections of funds, and their distribution. 
So that the Council’s attack on the UJA 
is bound to be fruitless, except for the 
fact that this action has unmasked the 
Council for what it is. 

For the United States Jewish group, 
there is only one course open to it. And 
that is to oppose the Council as vigor- 
ously as possible at every turn. For- 
tunately the Jewish community is solidly 
behind support for Israel. 

But the Jewish group, despite the 
excesses of the Council, must stop there. 
The hope that the Council members will 
disavow its leadership is slim enough, 
but is all that is left to the Jewish com- 
munity. 


JEWISH VERSUS NON-JEWISH GIVING 


The comparison of the financial sup- 
port of Reform Jews to their temples 
to that of various Christian denomina- 
tions to their congregation is hardly 
fair, in view of the fact that for many 
non-Jews what they pay to their churches 
is the sum total of their giving as Chris- 
tians to Christian causes. 

In other words, the Reform Jew also 
gives to the Combined Campaign of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, which supports the Union as also 
the Hebrew Union College-Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion. But this same Re- 
form Jew also gives handsomely, we are 
sure, to the United Jewish Appeal, as 
also perhaps to other causes, such as 


UNFAIR PICTURE 


No one knows whether the predic- 
tion of a dying United States Jewish 
community as painted by Nahum Gold- 
mann and Jacques Torezyner to the 
delegates at the recent World Zionist 
Congress is accurate or not. 

But if that kind of a future is what 
is in store for the United States Jewish 
community, it would certainly have 
seemed to have been more true 10 or 20 
years ago than it is today. 

For by today, Jewish life in the 
United States—in almost every phase— 
is blooming. and even the most lugubrious 
among us has lived to change his views. 

Never has a Jewish community in the 
past 2,000 years lived in so free an en- 
vironment as that in which the United 
States Jewry lives. To accommodate it- 
self to such an environment was not 
easy, and for a time it seemed as if 


the Weizmann Institute, and in some 
cities like New York, the Board of Jew- 
ish Philanthropies, etc. 

It seems to be true, as the survey 
published by the Commission on Syna- 
gogue Activities of the UAHC shows, 
that non-Jews do better by their churches 
in the way of large gifts and bequests, 
but this hardly equals the annual giv- 
ing of the Reform Jew to Jewish causes. 

If the survey results in more inten- 
sive support for Reform congregations, 
all well and good, but it is misleading 
to leave the impression that the Jew 
lags behind the non-Jew in his support 
of Jewish causes. If the survey did 
bring this point out, the news report of 
the survey should have mentioned it. 


OF U. S. JEWRY 


American Jewry were about to be en- 
gulfed. 

But today the adaptation has been 
made, and the Jewish group is stronger 
for having fought its way through to 
successful living in the United States. 

If the Jewish community does not 
conform to this or that concept of what 
it should be, it certainly gives every 
indication of creative survival. 

There were those at the Zionist Con- 
gress who answered the detractors, but 
they seemed—from all reports—to be on 
the defensive. 

This kind of false picture of the 
United States Jewish community is un- 
warranted, and was a disservice not 
only to us, but also to the Zionist cause, 
which now has an inaccurate conception 
of the spirit of the Jewish community 
in the United States. 





above all others gives meaning 
to life and purpose to striving 
and a sense that we art not alone 
—that God is more than First 
Cause, more than Maimuni’s 
negative attributes, more than 
a power greater than Self mak- 
ing for salvation, but a Father, 
truly Avinu Shebashamaim, This 
I believe. 

I believe that God is our Cre- 
ator, our Father, our Friend. I 
believe that He calls us constant- 
ly if we would but hear His 
voice, I believe that our moral 


freedom is our glory, and that 
our use of that freedom is our 
challenge.

money the UJA hopes to be able 
to send to Israel this year, and 
is made up of $60,000,000 pro- 
ceeds from the current drive, 
plus about a $40,000,000. loan. The 
last item is not actually a new 
loan, however. Several years ago, 
the UJA borrowed $75,000,000 to 
send to Israel, the amount to be 
paid back over a five year pe 
riod at the rate of $15,000,000 
annually. The new loan returns 
the original loan to its original 
amount,

as people read of the fantastic- 
ally high salaries paiq to our 
Jewish professionals, 

The salaries sound nice but 
are completely unrealistic and 
misleading. The normed earning 
bracket of the rabbi is definitely 
not from $10,000 to $25,000. On 
the contrary this bracket is ex- 
ceptional, and is reserved for a 
capable handful ministering to 
very large ang very wealthy con- 
gregations. 

And while it is indeed correct 
to say that Hebrew teachers can

earn $5,000 a year, they do so 
only by holding two jobs, one in 
the morning at an all day school 
and one in-the afternoon in con- 
gregational schools.

Learning must once again re- 
place wealth in the Jewish com- 
munity, only then will the heart- 
ache of the Jewish professional 
find surcease.

One Ben Zion Hettleman, I 
note, wrote you a letter in which 
he takes you to task for liken- 
ing the Zionist movement to cer- 
tain aspects of the former Ger- 
man-American Bund.

As an American of Jewish 
faith. an active member of Re- 
form Judaism, the American

Hans Blueher, chroniclist of the 
anti-Semitic movement, in his 
“Secessio Judaica,” wrote, ‘“Zion- 
ism~ is Judah’s_ soil. Zionism 
brings the New History, this 
means the New Kingdom. Zion- 
ism contains much in the way 
of an Example (to the Jew).”

HISSING OF DULLES DENIED; 
WRITER SAYS HE WAS HISSED 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your April 27 issue you have 
a report datelined Newark con- 
cerning the Israel Independence 
Day celebration at Temple B'nai 
Abraham. 

The story bears a two-column 
headline: “Dulles Hissed and 
Booed at Newark Celebration,” 
and its lead states: “The name of 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles was sharply hissed and 
booeg as a crowd of 2.000 partici- 
pated in an Israel Independence 
Day celebration here.” Your re- 
port’s third paragraph declares: 
“Suddenly, during a speech by 
Senator Wayne Morse ... the 
audience broke out hissing and 
booing as Morse sharply criti- 
cized the ‘rationalizations and ex- 
cuses of the Secretary of State’.” 

The headlineg general tone and 
reporting in this story are inac- 
curate to a point approaching 
total error. 

It is true that when Sen. Morse 
made this reference to Secretary 
Dulles, a few people in the audi- 
ence “hissed and booed.” This 
lasted no more than several sec- 
onds. I was there, and in my 
judgment the startled reaction of 
the audience as a whole to this 
disturbance was indicative of the 
fact that apart from the three 
or four people who were respon- 
sible for this outburst, the audi- 
ence was shocked and offended. 

The Newark celebration of Is- 
rael’s independence was a com- 
munity-wide event attended by 
2.000 persons, conducted with 
dignity and a sense of both pro- 
priety and realism. The problems 
currently facing Israe: were ana- 
lyzed incisively by the speakers; 
there was no appeal to hysteria 
or emotionalism;- the simha ele- 
ment of rejoicing in Israel’s 


statehood was in keeping with 
the fact that this celebration was 
helq in a synagogue. 

I regret that your report puts 
our Jewish community in such 
a very poor light. Because it 
does, I’m afraid that it may also 
tend to reflect on similar meet- 
ings elsewhere in the country. 
While we feel free to criticize 
our State Department’s policies 
in the Middle East, that is a very 
far cry from “hissing and boo- 
ing.” 

Our Newark audience's mani- 
fest disapproval of such _ out- 
bursts, in my view, is indicative 
of maturity and a sense of re- 
sponsibility, qualities that I ex- 
pect are general wherever Amer- 
ican Jews meet under commu- 
nity auspices to discuss issues 
of vital concern.

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ADL Hit For Claiming Credit 
In Ft. Monmouth Investigation

(NJP)—-The spiritual lead2r of this city’s leading Conservative congrega- 


tion tongue-lashed the Anti-Defamation League of the B’nai B’rith this week for “taking credit 
for the exposure of anti-Semitism at Fort Monmouth.” 

Rabbi Joshua Kohn of Congregation Adath Israel, addressing a joint meeting of the Trenton 
chapters of the American Jewish Congress and the Jewish War Veterans, exclaimed that the ADL 


hag “the gall to publish a book 
(“Cross Currents”) in which it 
takes credit for the exposure of 
anti-Semitism at Fort Mon- 
mouth.” 

Rabbi Kohn’s speech followed 
attorney Harry Green's detailed 
account of the “Story of Fort 
Monmouth.” Green and his as- 
sociate Ira Katchen represented 
the Jewish employees at the Jer- 
sey military unit who were sus- 
pended on charges of “subver- 
sion”. 

THE ADL, Rabbi Kohn 
charged, is using the results of 
the Fort Monmouth investiga- 
tion—‘“in which it didn’t lend 
a finger to help”—to collect more 
money for the Joint Defense Ap- 
peal (fund raising arm of the 
ADL and the American Jewish 
Committee). The ADL and the 
American Jewish Committee 
have no right to raise funds un- 
der these false pretenses, Rabbi 
Kohn degiared. 

Rabbi Kohn has appealed to 
the Jewish Federation of Tren- 
ton to cease financial allocations 
to the JDA. 

Rabbi Elmer Berger, executive 
vice-president of the American 
Council for Judaism, was also 
the target of Rabbi Kohn’s ver- 
bal sally. 

“The Council talks about dual 
loyalty and disloyalty,” Rabbi 
Kohn said, “as yet the record 
shows that the Council’s own 
leader, Elmer Berger, has re- 
peatedly refused to serve as 
chaplain in the U.S. Armed 
Forces.” 
bi Berger denied Rabbi Kohn’s 
accusation. 


GREEN told the audience that 
the reign of “McCarthyism” is 
not over. Jewish employees at 
Monmouth, Green said, are liv- 
ing in a world of fear. “These 
employees are now being inter- 
rogated if they are members of 
one of the largest Jewish organ- 
izations in America. The axe may 
fall on these young men any 
day,” exclaimed Green.

Fair To Remain Open; 


Shuls Close In Protest 


HAIFA (NJP) — With the 
religious groups of Israel 
aroused over the issue, the 
management of the Haifa 
Industrial Exhibition is ada- 
mant in its stand that the 
fair will remain open on the 
Sabbath. 

All synagogues in Jerusa- 
lem and Tel Aviv were closed 
last Saturday on orders from 
the chief rabbinate as a pro- 
test against the Saturday 
opening. A clash in which 
over 20 persons were injured 
(NJP, April 27, 1956) fol- 
lowed a march on the fair 
by Haifa’s religious section. 

Six manufacturers who 
threatened to withdraw from 
the exhibit were tolq by the 
management that their con- 
tract specifically called for 
Saturday opening. 

A letter of protest from 
Rabbi David Hollander, pre- 
sident of the Rabbinical 
Council of America in the 
U.S., was sent to the Mayor. 
At the exhibition, sales on 
the Sabbath were prohibited, 
and no motors or electrical 
appliances run.

“The American Council for Ju- 
daism is the only Jewish organ- 
ization which acts according to 
the principle that nationality and 
religion are separate and dis- 
tinct; our nationality is Ameri- 
can; our religion {s Judaism; our 
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homeland is the United States 
of America. The Council] main- 
tains that no Jew or group of 
Jews, including the spokesmen 
of Israel, can represent all Jews 
in America.” 





Emigration Termed Anti-National 





GATES OF NORTH AFRICA 


MAY CLOSE 


PARIS (NJP)—What the en- 
tire Jewish world fears, that the 
gates of North African countries 
will be shut to the thousands of 
Jews clamoring to leave for Is- 
rael, seems to be coming closer 
and closer. 

Uring the Moroccan Jews to 
remain here and “help build a 
better future,” a Moroccan na- 
tionalist leader, Hadj Omar ben 
Abdel Jellil, told a Casablanca 
Jewish audience that the emigra- 
tion of Moroccan Jews to Israel 
and the taking of Moroccan cap- 
ital out of the country is an 
“anti-national” act. 

At the same time, he stressed 
the pledge of the nationalist 
Istiqlal Party of full equality of 
rights for Moroccan Jews, which 
the party adopted at its last con 
gress. 

He and Andel Khalel Torres, 
leader of the Istiqlal Party in 
Spanish Morocco, urged the Jews 
to join in the “national tasks” of 
building a Morocco based on 
democracy and economic and so- 
cial progress. M. Torres pledged 
that under the Istiqlal there 
would never be a ghetto for 
Jews. 

(In Tunis, Government author- 
ities declared this week that they 
have no intention of interfering 
with Tunisian Jews who want 
to emigrate to Israel. This state-

ment was made in the wake of 
remarks by Bechir Ben Yahmed, 
Secretary of State for Informa- 
tion, who told a press conyer. 
ence that the Tunisian Govern- 
ment hoped that “Tunisian na- 
tionals”—-meaning Jews—would 
not “have their bodies in Tunisia 
and their hearts elsewhere.”) 

(From the British colony of 
Aden the London News Chronicle 
this week reported that a mob 
of Arabs there wrecked ang loot- 
ed Jewish-owned shops. Accord- 
ing to the report, a mob of Arab 
youths shouted “Go home to 
your Own country” as_ they 
smashed through Jewish- and 
Indian-owned shops.) 

Sadek Mokkadem, who is tour. 
ing the Middle East as an emis- 
sary of the Tunisian Govern- 
ment, is reported to have said 
at a press conference in Damas- 
cus: “Tunisia will join the Arab 
League ang will side with the 
Arabs in the Palestine questicn, 
because Zionism represents one 
of the aspects of imperialism.” 

Two years ago, Mokkadem, 
then Tunisian Minister of Jus- 
tice, declareq in an interview: 
“The new Tunisia, under Neo- 
Destour leadership, will be a 
model of enlightenment for the 
rest of the Arab world. The Jews 
will have nothing to fear from 
an independent Tunisia.” 





SAYS PROGRESSIVES LOST 
BY DECISION OF COURT 


® Editor, National Jewish Post: 


On April 27, the National Jewish Post published on its front 
page a dispatch, regarding the outcome of the Zionist Congress 
Court proceedings in Jerusalem, which completely misrepresented 
the true facts concerning the allocation of Congress mandates to 
the U. S. A. Progressives (who call themselves Liberals). 


Your dispatch indicated that 
the Zionist Congress Court al- 
lotted seven seats to the Pro- 
gressive group. 

Permit me to state the follow- 
ing facts: The Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America was allotted 34 
delegates on the united slate 
agreed upon by all Zionist par- 
ties in the U.S.A., on March 13 
and approved by the U.S. Central 
Shekel] and Election Board. Prior 
to the signing of that inter-party 
agreement in New York, the ZOA 
Administration offered the Pro- 
gressives at least four places on 
its Congress list. Had the latter 
been reasonable in their de- 
mands, they could have, perhaps, 
obtained five or six seats. This 
generous offer was made to en- 
able a few Zionist workers to 
participate on the ZOA Congress 
delegation, in spite of the fact 
that the ZOA never considered 
the strength of the small Pro- 
gressive group sufficient to war- 
rant such a number of delegates. 

The Progressives rejected the 
offer and appealed te the Con- 
gress Court, which after four 








days of deliberations, allotted 
them only three seats, thus leav- 
ing to the ZOA, a delegation of 31.
